2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-85 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a surgical 
instrument. for scraping bone having all the limitations as recited in claims 1-85. For example, with respect to claim 1, the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a surgical instrument having all the limitations as recited in claim 1, including wherein the blade comprises a 
middle section having at least one outwardly extending lobe, and wherein the collection chamber comprises an upstanding retainer 
member for securing the at least one lobe of the blade to the collection chamber. 

Claims 1-85 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
